It says: In moving for a special Com- 
mittee on Wednesday on the rights of 
women citizens, in place of the standing 
Committee proposed by Mr. McDonald, 
tlje distinguished New York Senator 
spoke of the movement as a beneficent 
one, and expressed the wish that the Com- 
mittee should be given to understand that 
its purpose was to achieve and not to 
postpone forever the realization of the 
hopes of the memorialists whose petition 
was placed in its charge. We may there- 
fore conclude that he has fully espoused 
the cause of the woman suffragists, and 
is prepared to do battle for it in future 
on the floor of th< Senate. We congrat- 
ulate its advocate', on their good fortune 
in gaining so famous a recruit. Since the 
death of Henry Wilson no man of such 
prominence in public life has openly iden- 
tified himself with their efforts. 
They 


have greatly needed the aid of a man of 
National reputation to advocate universal 
suffrage from the -nasculine point of view, 
who can discuss '-he subject dispassion- 
ately and with a full knowledge of the 
difficulties to be overcome before so great 
a change in the sti ucture of American so- 
ciety and government can be brought 
about. 


A still greater need of the woman suf- 


frage movement is some means of effec- 
tive propagandist!! among the women 
themselves. If surface indications are to 
be trusted, it has nut gained much ground 
in this country ol late years, not nearly 
so much, in fact, as in England. Most 
of the people who appear at the annual 
suffrage conventions are the same who 
gained prominence in the movement long 
ago. 
The new n:imes are few and incon- 


spicuous. True, the movement docs not 
excite ridicule.as it did when first started, 
but neither does it attract so much at- 
tention. It may be quietly working upon 
public opinion, but its open demonstra- 
tions are by no means imposing. The 
masses of women liave not been roused to 
take any interest in the question. They 
are either indifferent or positively hostile. 
As long as ninety-nine women in every 
hundred protest that they dDii't want to 
vote, it will not be easy to make the men 
think that there is any present need of 
extending the suffrage to them. 
They 


will naturally say that while the question 
is not whether women shall be given the 
suffrage but whether the suffrage shall be 
forced upon them against their will, 
there is no occasi >n to get excited about 


franchise for women now recognize the 
fact that 
their arguments need to be 


chiefly addressed to women, and acknowl- 
edge that men cannot be fairly criticised 
for feeling but little concern about tho 
matter as long as there is no general de- 
mand for the privilege of voting from the 
other sex. 


It must be admitted, however, that 


some progress has been made of late in 
the direction of suffrage without distinc- 
tion of sex, by the general disposition tu 
concede to women a voice in the control 
of tho schools. 
Masschusetts first, and 


later New York and Vermont,have quali- 
fied women for election as school trustees, 
and with certain restrictions not wholly 
logical or just, for voting at school elec- 
tions. This has been done without much 
pressure or public agitation. 
A sense of 


the fitness of such measures seemed all at 
once to come over the legislative bodies 
which adopted thum. The conversion of 
Mr. Conkling will now be of advantage 
to them from the attention it will attract 
and the fresh interest it will excite in the 
movement.

EDITOR GAZETTE-—It occurs to me 


that some of your people might be inter- 
ested in a letter from this—to them—far- 
off region. 
It seems very near to us, but 


one must travel many weary miles west- 
ward from the Delaware before he treads 
the beautiful table lands spread out on 
the summit of the 0/arks. 


Springfield, from which 1 write, is 


1,400 feet above tide-water and very near 
the summit of what was so conspicuously 
marked on the old geographies as the 
Ozark range of mountains. We see, in 
this city and vicinity, no indications of 
mountains , but somehow we feel that we 
are well up in the world. 
The ground on 


which thecity is built is gently undulating 
and, like this whole region, generally 
rests on a limestone formation. 


Greene county, of which Springfield is 


the capital, is about one-half prairie and 
balance timber. 
The prairies differ ma- 


terially from those of Illinois, Iowa and 
Nebraska. 
In those States one may 


travel for days without seeing a rock or 
even a pebble. 
Here, even on our fine, 


level prairies, limestone is frequently 
found, and occasionally in such quantities 
as to be a serious obstruction to cultiva- 
tion. 
All intelligent farmers know that 


limestone soils are always productive and 
that they are particularly adapted to the 
production of wheat. Hence, I need not 
add, for their information, that this is an 
excellent wheat-producing region. 


Our timber lands are generally more 


rolling than the prairies, and as a rule, 
the soil is not quite as productive. 
Still 


they produce fine crops of all kinds and 
are probably fully equal to the prairies 
for fruit-growing. 
The timber is gener- 


ally oak, interspersed with hickory and 
walnut. 


Wheat, corn, cattle, horses, mules, 


sheep and hogs arc the staple productions 
of Southwest Missouri. In some lucalities 
large quantities of tobacco arc grown, and 
in the southern tier of counties, along the 
Arkansas line, cotton is one of the lead- 
ing product?. Not less than 10,000 bales 
were marketed in this city last year. 


But few sheep have been kept here 


until recently, but this industry is rapidly 
growing in importance and will soon be- 
come one of great magnitude. An Illi- 
nois man, who is himself an intelligent 
and successful wool grower, and who has 
looked over the country from Vermont to 
Colorado with reference to this business, 
gives Southwest Missouri the preference 
over any and all other regions. 


Greene county contains a population of 


nearly 30,000. 
This city and North 


Springfield contain about 9,000 people 
The early settleis were largely from Ten- 
nessee and Kentucky, but since the war 
people have come from every State from 
Maine to California. 
Most of the immi- 


grants since the war have come from the 
North and East. 
Illinois, perhaps, has 


furnished the largest number of any one 
State, but New England, the Middle and 
the Western States have helped to swell 
the tide. 
Minnesota and Iowa have quite 


a number of representatives here and 
Wisconsin and Michigan people are met 


nn nvprv ll'infl. 
We have first-class public schools in 


this city and all other towns of any con- 
siderable size. In the country districts 
schools are probably not generally quite 
equal to those of the States farther east. 
But progress is made from year to year, 
and will be still more rapid in the future 
than it has been in the past. 


Drury College is located here, and al- 


though only seven years old, is the most 
vigorous, successful and promising of all 
the young Western colleges. 
It is being 


rapidly endowed, has two good buildings, 
one of which cost $40,000, and is now 
erecting, with money in lund to piy for 
it, a $30,000 chapel. 


This is a Republican county and lias 


been most of the time since the war. A 
majority of our people stood by the old 
flag in war times and they "vote as they 
shot." Every officer elected in the county 
last fall is a straight llepublican. 
The 


Democratic party is second in the county 
and the Grecnbackers third. Several of the 
surrounding counties are also strongly Re- 
publican and the State is going to be be- 
fore many years. 


I saw a letter from an Iowa niau the 


other day, in which he asked if a "North- 
ern 'Han and a llepublican could freely 
express his sentiments here without dan- 
ger of assassination ' " Well, if that man 
had been here during the last canvass he 
never would doubt again' 
No, never 


The fact is, the plainest talk I ever heard 
in politics—and I lived in one of the 
strongest Republican States of the North 
west until five years ago—was in the cam- 
paign here in Southwest Missouri in 1880. 
Speech is as free here as in Vermont, 
Michigan or Iowa. 


There is remarkable activity in railroad 


building in this State at the present time, 
and the prospect is that we in this vicin- 
ity are to reap large benefits therefrom. 
This city has but two railroads now, but 
two or three more are likely to comesoon. 


But, Mr. Editor, I must not weary 


your patience. If any of your readers are 
anxious to know more of this country they 
should come and see for themselves. 
If 


they cannot do that, let them send for 
one of our city papers. The reading of 
one of them a year would furnish a large 
amount of information in regard to the 
country. 
The Republican organ, the 


Patriot-Advertiser, stands at the head of 
the list, and, if I am not mistaken, is fur- 
nished at $1.50 a year.

—The question of marrying in a foreign 


land is becoming decidedly complicated. 
A woman recently sued a man at Nurem- 
berg, Germany, for a breach of promise 
to marry her. 
The case went on appc.nl 


to the supreme court of judicature, which 
dismissed it on the strength of a Nurem- 
berg ordinance published October 8, 
1572. 
This municipal ordinance says: 


"Marriage being a public estate, the en- 
gagement for marriage shall take place 
in the presence of at least two male rela- 
atives, or two other impartial men, spe- 
cially called in as witnesses, who in case 
of nead can testify to the engagement." 
The defendant in the case alluded to 
proved that only women were present at 
the engagement, and this was deemed 
sufficient for dismissing the case from 
court. Complications, however, arise no 
less from the variety of the marriage 
laws in 
this country. Thus no legal 


marriage can be concluded in Rhode Island 
save before a clergyman domiciled in that 
State. All persons about to conclude a 
marriage must be sure of satisfying the 
local law on their part, as well as the law 
of the State or country in which they de- 
sire to have their marriage considered 
valid at law. In Rhode Island, for in- 
stance, a marriage between blacks and 
whites is illegal. The law everywhere 
protects the clergymen or civil officer 
who joins people in marriage, provided he 
has obeyed the law, while the persons 
marrying assume nearly the whole respon- 
sibility for the legality of their act. Nor. 
is this wrong in principle, marriage being 
essentially a contract between t .vo par- 
ties, of which the acting clergyman or 
civil officer is little more, in the eyes of 
the law, than a public and official witness. 
The marriage ceremony between foreign- 
ers, or persons from different States, or 
an American and foreigner, or two Amer- 
icans, may be legal on the part of the offi- 
ciating person, and yet illegal on the part 
of the contracting parties.

The husband of the 
lady takes th* same view of the matter 
and scorns to complain of the conduct of 
tbe dominie, but the church is not so 
easily satisfied, and the Rev. Mr. Miller 
has resigned Ms pastoral charge. 
He 


may not be a bad man, but he is certainly 
a foolish one. 
By and by clergymen like 


the Rev. Mr. Miller will learn to avoid 
even the appearance of evil. 


—The four large buildings on Third 


street, Philadelphia, occupied by Mayer 
& Stern, shoe manufacturers, S. M. Lar- 
zelere, printer, \Veikel & Smith, spice 
manufacturers, and the Keystone Forge 
Company, were burned Tuesday morning. 
The adjoining building, occupied by Fred- 
erich Schmidt, a tailor, also caught fire, 
and soon after the falling walls crushed 
that structure and a saloon. Kirshncr's 
saloon, corner of Exchange place and 
Carter's alley, also caught fire, and sev- 
eral other buildings in the vicinity were 
burned. 
Mayer & Stern had $15,000 


worth of shoes packed ready for ship- 
ment, which were all destroyed. 
The 


following is a list of the losses : Mayer & 
Stern, ladies' and children's shoes, $73,- 
000, Weikcl & Smith, spice company 
110,000. 
Samuel 
Larzelere, printer, 


$6,000, Keystone Portable Forge Com- 
pany, $9,000: Allen & Bros., agricultu- 
ral implements, $8,000 , W. H. R. Joy, 
fancy printing, $2,500, R. Gilfrey, bone 
and horn, $0,000; Scragle& Bros., metal 
workers, $0,000. The buildings were all 
owned by John Hummel, jr. 
He places 


his loss at $163,000. These figures make 
the total loss $283,000. The amount may 
be reduced somewhat, but cannot fall be- 
low $200,000. Scvei.il hundred hands, 
many of them women, are thrown out of 
employment. The insurances are placed 
in small amounts, varying from $1,000 to 
$5,000, in a great number of companies. 


—The explosion of a kerosene lamp at 


9 30 o'clock on Monday night started a 
fire in Plymouth, N. C., which destroyed 
almost the entire business part of that 
town. The losses foot up $127,500. 
Thirtj-thrce 
buildings 
were 
burned, 


among which were the Court House, 
Grace Episcopal Church, and twenty- 
three stores. 
Two hundred and fifty 


bales 01 cuuon, Dcsiaes quantities 01 sum- 
gles, lumber, &c., were destroyed. The 
losses on the stocks of goods were heavy. 
Only two of the parties burned out held 
any insurance. The fire started in the 
office of the lloanoke Transportation 
Company. The Post Office and Custom 
House were also burned. 


—Hebe, the elephant, is very sick at 


Bridgeport, Conn. Her baby is doing 
well, but considerable anxiety is felt as 
to its fate in case the mother should die. 
T,,e doctor succeeded in administering 
four pills, about an inch in diameter, by 
shooting them down her throat with a 
popgun.

In the 
second graveyard the sexton surprised 
them before they got off with the bodies. 
Two negoes have been arrested on suspi- 
cion of complicity in the crime.

is in an uproar. 
Three young women 


have been suspended for refusing to re- 
main in Boarding Hall and the SenTbr 
Class, composed of young msn, have 
taken part in the insurrection by absent- 
in<r themselves from recitations.

A 
motion was made that the resolution be 
adopted. 
Mr. J. M. Brown spoke in fa- 


vor of the resolution. He said that the 
women composed a majority of 
the 


church, and were always called upon 
when there was any work to be done, and 
that as a matter of right and fair deal- 
ing he thought it no more than proper 
that they should be allowed a voice in 
the management of the church. 
Mr. 


Willi im F. Bailey opposed the amend- 
ment. 
He knew of no Scriptural author- 


ity for making the proposed change, but 
thought St. Paul spoke something about 
women keeping silence in the churches. 
He did not think it woman's place to leg- 
islate. 
It was man's prerogative. Wo- 


man's duty was at home taking care of 
the children. He did not wish to put 
upon the women, beside the work they 
already did in the church, the responsi- 
bility of taking part in its management. 
Mr. Jacob S. Young combatted Mr. 
Bailey's views, and said he not only fa- 
vored the equal rights of women in the 
church, but would gladly see them exer- 
cise the same rights as men in the gov- 
ernment of the affairs of the country. 
He thought politics would be improved 
by the participation of women, and that 
the temperance question, now so vexa- 
tious, would be speedily settled if women 
were permitted to have a siy in the mat- 
ter. 


Mr. Wilson Hall heartily favored the 


resolution, and spoke of the great aid 
Mr. \\esley received when Methodism 
came into existence, by the assistance of 
women like Mrs. Fletcher and others, 
who were acknowledged by him as legiti- 
mate workers with equal rights as their 
brothei ministers. 


Mr. Robert Bell stated that he had

The vote was then taken upon 
the proposition, and like the preceding 
one it was defeated by the refusal of two- 
thirds of the members present to vote 
for it.

Walton, who voted for the first resolu- 
tion, which was wider in scope, voted in 
the negative on the second. Mr. Thomas

Mr. Krichbaum replied to Mr. Bailey 


and pointed out instances where the same 
objection Mr. Bailey made to women be- 
ing trustees would hold in case of men. 
But even if the matter were as Mr. Bai- 
ley stated, he saw no reason why this in- 
dividual church should hesitate to give to 
the women, who form a large majority of 
its membership, rights and privileges to 
which they were entitled. He thought 
the members of the church would have 
judgment enough not to elect trustees 
who would prove ineligible. 
Even if the 


charter WC.TB amended to give women 
equal rights, and thus make them eligi- 
ble, as far as this church is concerned, for 
trustees, it would not be compulsory for 
the members to elect women trusteed. 
"Let us put ourselves right in this mat- 
ter," said the speaker, "and then if supe- 
rior laws prohibit the enforcement of our 
amended charter we must have the objec- 
tionable laws repealed."

This re- 
sult may be accomplished by the multipli 
cation of memberships of the Society 
The annual receipts derived therefron 
ought to equal, if not exceed, the amoun 
paid by the Society to its agent. A 
spirit of local pride should stimulate tc 
proper endeavor, and result in an ade- 
quate reciprocation on the part ofou 
people of the favor shown us by the So- 
ciety. The fee of membership is but one 
dollar a year, and this small sum becomes 
a contribution in behalf of a useful anc 
humane object. 
It is one of the sim- 


plest and pleasantest ways of doing good, 
and every dollar thus bestowed would 
yield a liberal return of gratitude from 
our four-footed friends, had they the 
power of speech and an understanding of 
philanthropy.
